One of Germany’s main airplane motor fac- 
tories was reported today to have been put 
out of action by bombs from French or Brit- 
ish planes in a raid on the Zeppelin works at 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, last night. 


The first alarm in the Friedrichshafen area—five 
miles across Lake Constance from here—started search- 
ligitts sweeping the skies at 8:15 p.m. (12:15 p.m. M.S.T.) 
and a number of anti-aircraft batteries on the German 
side opened fire. Explosions of a few bombs could be

The censorship regulations which are 
to apply to newspapers, broadcasting 
stations and public speakers, have been 
published at Ottawa, and will in due 
course be known everywhere to all con- 
cerned, stating in specific terms what 
should not be said. What they boil down 
to is simply this; Say nothing that may 
hamper the nation’s war effort or give 
useful information or encouragement to 
the enemy. 


The rule is a good one for private con- 
versation also. Rumor and off-hand fault- 
finding by word of mouth can do vast 
damage by creating cleavage, inciting 
public alarm, undermining confidence, en- 
couraging disaffection, fanning latent 
racial hatreds into acts of violence. What 
it would be an offence against the regula- 
tions to say in print or over the air is bet- 
ter not said at all. 


A Fast Growing Traffic 


Construction gangs working from 
either end of the Big Bend gap met the 
other day, and next spring the all-Can- 
adian highway through the mountains will 
be opened for traffic. The Jasper-Lake 
Louise highway will also be completed this 
fall and ready for use next summer. 

These developments would in almost 
any circumstances predict a record-break- 
ing tourist movement next season to the 
mountain parks, from the prairies and the 
eastern provinces, from the Coast, and 
from the United States. 

Figures for this season show that 
tourists visiting the national parks in this 
province by automobile outnumbered 
those of last year by 25 per cent, while 
the railways report a correspondingly 
heavier movement. Many thousands of 
the visitors came from the United states, 
a considerable number because the threat 
of war dissuaded them from making the 
customary trip to Europe. 

With war actually raging in the older 
continent next summer on a scale that 
cannot be narrower than at present and 
may be far broader, the United States 
traffic thus diverted to Canada should 
be far heavier than this year. All signs 
point to record-making numbers of motor 
ears on the mountain highways next 
season, and unprecedented crowds at the 
park hotels and camping places. 

It is possible that foreign tourists 
may spend as much money in Canada 
next summer as the Dominion’s outlay on 
the first year of war. 


Canada’s Wheat 


The Bureau of Statistics calculates 
that, with the carry-over from last year, 
Canada will have 416,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for export during the present mar- 
keting year. A month ago the statement 
would have been aggravating rather than 
a cause for gratification, because of the 
low price. But the price has advanced in 
the meantime about 22 cents per bushel. 
This, it is estimated, will put $83,000,000 
more in the pockets of growers and hold- 
ers of last year’s wheat than they would 
have got had the pre-war price continued. 

Not all this money, but the bulk of it, 
will go into western pockets, and from 
them into western cash drawers jin pay- 
ment for store goods and supplies and the 
settlement of debts. To the individual 
farmer this means a gain not loss, on the 
year’s operations, and for his famfly a 
correspondingly better living. To business- 
men it means a more active trade and a 
bigger turn-over than could be anticipated 
& month ago. To the government and 
therefore to the taxpayers at large it 
eliminates the prospect of a deficit on 
wheat account, and means easier collect- 
ing and easier paying of war and other 
taxes, 

No decent-minded person could wish 
for war as the means to bring better times 
But*war having come, it is gratifying to 
krow that the first economic result has 
beer a substantial improvement in the 
market value of Canada's wheat crop, for 
upon the returns from this product more 
than from any other depends the general 
well being of the nation. 

On other and higher ground, there is 
cause for thankfulness that Canada's 
wheat is assurance to the Allied countries 
that their armies and peoples shall not 
want for food. This commodity, whose 
siper-abundance made it a peace-time 
“problem” to growers and government, is 
now a war-time resource of vital import-

Playing His Own Game 


The plan to leave a weak Polish state 
as a buffer between Nazi Germany and 
Soviet Russia has evidently gone by the 
board. The latest report is that the par- 
titioning will be carried to extinction, Ger- 
many getting two-fifths and Russia three- 
fifths of Poland. The up-shot would be to 
leave Germany and Communist Russia 
next-door neighbors, which can hardly 
be what the author of Mein Kampf had in 
mind. But if Stalin has so decided, the 
Fuehrer will have to agree whether he 
likes it or not. ' 

The Russian army has been.interposed 
between Germany and Rumania—which 
for present purposes means the Rumanian 
oil field and wheat supplies. This may be 
nothing more than a commercial man- 
oeuvre to bar Rumanian supplies and com- 
pel Berlin to buy its wheat and oil from 
Russia—paying the higher prices inevit- 
able because of the longer haul. 

But the Rumanian military directorate 
seems to think there is more than this be- 
hind the screen of Soviet bayonets and 
guns that has been thrown along the 
northern border. The triumvirate is 
“liquidating” the pro-Nazi Iron Guard, in 
a purge as ruthless as Hitler or Stalin 
ever staged against political enemies. It 
would hardly do so unless confident that 
the Russian troops will block any attempt 
of the Fuehrer to send a vengeful army 
southward from Poland—the only road 
possible to him without first crushing 
Hungary. Stalin, it may be inferred, is not 


averse to seeing Nazism crushed as 

a possible source of trouble on the 

southern flank of the Ukraine. 
Whatever his ultimate purpose, the 


operations up to date bear the interpre‘a- 
tion that the astute Stalin is running a 
“private war” on his own account, for 
the exclusive benefit of Russia, and with- 
out concern for the ambitions of Hitler or 
the fate of the democracies. Which is 
precisely what the head of the Communist 
state might be expected to do. 


Editorial Notes 


Canada, it is announced in a despatch 
from Ottawa, has to import 750,000 
pounds of wool from England, to make 
uniforms and other military requirements. 
That seemingly is one kind of farm pro- 
duct overlooked in the recent generaliza- 
tions that the Dominion was producing 
more farm products of all kinds that it 
could use or sell. Civilians also wear 
clothing, and sleep under blankets. 


Herr Goebbels emerged from his three 
weeks unwonted silence to announce that 
Germany “had no intention, has none 
now, nor will have” of sending armies 
through Belgium, the Netherlands or Lux- 
embourg. Interest in the announcement 
lies in the evidence that Herr Goebbels 
has been neither canned or shot, as had 
been surmised because he had stopped 
talking. As for the value of the statement, 
the Belgian war minister made the fitting 
response by saying Belgium’s defence 
canal system on the eastern front is ready 
to be flooded.

Neutrality, Soviet Style 


Providing a new refinement to the totali- 
tarian reasoning, under which nations engage in 
combat and complete conquests without admit- 
ting the existence of a state of war, Russia is now 
insisting to all who will listen that her invasion 
of Poland constitutes neither a breach of neutral- 
ity nor a violation of her non-aggression treaty 
with the country she is seizing by force of arms. 

In explanation, and at the same time pro- 
viding an exposition of the new morality, Rus- 
sian style, the claim is made that no act against 
Poland has been committed because “the Polish 
state and government have ceased to exist.” 

There is no crime, that is to say, and nothing 
dubious or subject to censure about the proce- 
dure of ravaging and stripping a victim, so long 
as it is first established that the victim is un- 
conscious. And this holds true, apparently, even 
though the ravisher helps make possible the 
knockout blow, and is a partner to it.—Vancou- 
ver Province, 


In War Time 


War will imply the leading of a life very 
different from that to which the British nation 
has been accustomed, and probably different in 
some respects even from that to which it became 
accustomed between 1914 and 1918. The exten- 
sion and intensification of control which is im- 
plicit in these regulations and their successors 
follows from the fact that no individual can now 
be considered exempt from danger, and from the 
consequent duty to obey orders designed to pro- 
tect himself and to apply the full force of the 
nation to the task of defence with the least pos- 
sible delay. During the past uneasy years these 
facts have become fully and widely appreciated, 
and the public will wholeheartedly co-operate 
in everything designed to prevent even any in- 
terim period of mere “muddling through.” The 
British people will never lose their innate ten- 
dency towards tolerance and their passionate and 
instinctive devotion to individual liberty. They 
would never promote regulation to being an end 
in itself. But they are always ready to submit 
cheerfully and intelligently to regulation if they 
are convinced that it is required temporarily to 
preserve the spirit of tolerance and of individual 
liberty. This readiness is no sign of a belief that 
a regulated life is a better life nor even a more 
efficient life for many constructive purposes. But 
corporate danger requires corporate discipline, 
and it is this corporate and freely accepted 
discipline which the regulations foreshadow.— 
The Times (London). 


; Italy 

It is no longer possible to escape the feeling 
that Anglo-French decency is simply being 
abused. First Italy declared neutrality. Ger- 


many no doubt knew, or might have inferred 
from British experience in the last war, that 
Italy would be an embarrassing ally to whose 
support it would be necessary to send German 
troops. 

Had Italy come into the war, a British com- 
bined naval and military operation in and 
around the Gulf of Venice could have forced a 
passage through Italy and the narrow Austrian 
corridor and attacked the German flank two 
hundred miles and more behind the Siegfried 
line; besides compelling Austrian and Slovak 
German forces to form to a flank —always a 
dangerous operation. But Italy spared her Ger- 
man ally this embarrassment, enabled him to 
devote all the attention not required for Poland 
to hammering at Franco - British Allies on the 
western front. How? Simply by staying neutral; 
relying on Franco-British decency not to attack 
a neutral] country. 

But Italy’s “neutrality” is, in effect, an act 
of war, and this particular office-chair strategist 
cannot quite see how the Franco-British repu- 
tation for honor and decency would suffer if the 
letter of the rules were honored less. 

From this safe distance it seems we have 
better reason to make war on Italy in the 
Adriatic today than we had on Turkey in the 
Dardenelles in ‘15. And with almost infinitely 
better chances of success. The Dardanelles 
enterprise was undertaken in answer to a Rus- 
sian request for a diversion to withdraw pres- 
sure from the Eastern front—approximately the 
same theatre as the Poles are fighting in now.

During a world crisis such as the present one, 
Canadians cannot but be interested in the safety 
of Bermuda, Jamaica and our other West Indian 
cousins of the British empire. It was, of course, 
the dream of those who first envisaged a union 
of the British colonies in North America that 
eventually the West Indian colonies would come 
in, perhaps not on an equal footing but as sort 
of protectorates allied to Canada both by political 
ties and commercial union. But the proposition 
never got much beyond the suggestion stage. 
Nova Scotia, whose business ties with the West 
Indies were a century old, was particularly keen, 
in the early 80's, that the chief West Indian 
islands should be affiliated with the dominion, 
but Sir John Macdonald and some others of the 
time, were afraid of the prohlem of having to 
deal with a colored population. 

The nearest approach to a full discussion of 
union of Jamaica with Canada (which would 
have in time brought in others) took place in 
1884, when the Hon. M. Solomon, of Jamaica, 
visited Ottawa, with the sympathy of the British 
government, and saw Str John. In a letter writ- 
ten Sept. 25, 1884, the prime minister said that 
while Canada was perfectly willing to discuss 
trade relations with Jamaica, and give tariff con- 
cessions, there was no possibility of political 
union 

Since then there have been many conferences 
at Ottawa with delegates from the West Indies; 
we have had several! tariff agreements; we have 
subsidized steamship services; we built a cable 
to Bermuda, and in 1914 we sent the Royal Cana- 
dian Regiment there to garrison the island. The 
Canadian navy has visited the West Indies and 
been well received, and there is no doubt that if 
the need arises Canada will do what she can to 
defend the West Indies 

It is doubtful whether, under existing condi- 
tions, any of the islands would consider political 
They are being looked after very well 
economically by Downing Street, and it is doubt- 
ful if they would consider a change.
